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G.O.S.P. PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


It gives me great pleasure on behalf of my executive to give you my second 
report for 1989. 


Firstly - our project,1989,to air condition our new G.0O.S.P. centre and church 
has been put on hold. Interest rates are far too high. It is pleasing to 
report that we are meeting our present interest payments and have currently 
reduced our $350 000 loan by approximately $20 000 (original cost of G.O.S.P. 
centre plus contents = $650 000). 


The air conditioning project consists of two stages. 


Stage 1 -— Approximately $90 000 plant required to air condition G.0.S.P. centre 
(Ducts installed during construction of G.P.S.P. centre at a cost of $22 000). 


stage 2 — Connection of G.0O.S.P. centre air conditioning plant to church plus 
installation of ducts in church costing $45 000. 

Due to the continuous heavy rain during recent months we have been 
forced to repair our car park. Many thanks to the generous donations by 
Dr. E. Cassimatis and Mr. P. Samios to cover all costs. In time when finances 
permit we intend to concrete the carpark which will also be used for basketball 
and volleyball. The rains have also hastened deterioration of the paintwork on 
the church exterior. Hence repainting costing thousands of dollars will soon 
have to be attended to. 


The committee has decided to upgrade the G.O.S.P. centre kitchen by installing a 
second oven. This blue seal E110 electric convection oven will cost $4 500. 


As you can see we are in need of your continued financial support if we are to 


complete all abc~ projects plus many others. Presently our ladies auxiliary 
(President Mrs. Lecatsas) are conducting a raffle. Tickets are $1.00 each 
and first prize is 1 return ticket from Sydney to Greece donated by Olympic 
Airways. The winner will be announced at our annual Tis Panagias dance on 


Saturday 19th August, 1989 at the G.O.S.P. centre. 


On Wednesday night 23rd August, 1989 in the restaurant of the Greek Centre 
(limited seating), a farewell dinner organised by the Greek Community of St. 
George is planned in honour of Mr. Jim Diacaris who retires as vice consul of 
Greece in Queensland after 25 years of service. Tickets are $22.00 per head 
(excluding drinks). 


On Saturday 2nd September, 1989 the Parish of St. Paraskevi (President Dr. P. 
Marendy) is holding a gala dance at the Greek Centre to raise funds for their 
new church. 


The Greek Community of St. George (President Mr. Stathi Efstathis) have 
generously donated the hire of their hall. Our parish should support our fellow 
parish by making every effort to encourage families and friends to attend. 


Another date to remember is Saturday 28th October, 1989. For the very first 
time the Greek National "Oxi" day will be celebrated jointly (i.e. Greek 
Community of St. George, Parish of St. Paraskevi and G.0.S.P.) at our own 
G.O.5.P. centre.
